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11. (continued) In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413. 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). From the examiner's perspective, applicant's 
invention is taught e.g., in applicant's figure 6. Applicant also argues that their invention is taught e.g., in figures 4 and 5. Applicant's 
figure 4 shows all downlink slots changing and applicant's figure 5 shows all uplink slots changing. Applicant's figure 6 shows both 
uplink and downlink slots changing. Figure 3 of Haartsen teaches changing both uplink and downlink slots in consecutive frames (i.e., 
applicant's figure 6). The examiner concludes that one skilled in the art would also be motivated to change either the uplink or the 
downlink timeslots based on such factors as interference, see e.g., column 2, lines 42-49 of Haartsen. In particular, sometimes a fixed 
assignment is not preferred since some times slots may experience interference. Scott teaches the above concept since Scott teaches 
applicant either a fixed or hopping pattern for either a user or base station, see e.g.. column 5, lines 1-30. As such, one skilled in the art 
would be motivated to perform time hopping to avoid interference either in one or both directions as taught by the references in 
combination. Thus the above limitation is taught by the references in combination. 
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
